Rome, July 9—(Buiretin)—The feel- 


ing of optimism regarding the Pope's 
recovery is growing. It is stated that 
in view of His Holiness' improvement

OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 


Rome., July 9—rAftej quite an extend- 


ed delay wWcli caused a great deal of 
comment and anxiety, Pope Leo's phy- 
sicians issued an official bulletin late 
this morning, which gave a rather un- 
favorable impression of the Pope's con- 
dition. The "bulletin reads: 


"The niglit was a tranqiiil one for 


the Pope and much of it spent in sleep.. 
The process of the pneumonia is more 
resolved in those parts of the lungs 
that are not covered by the small quan- 
tity of liquid still existing in the pleur- 
atic cavity. General conditions con- 
tinue to be maintained, but more re- 
lieved.

ENCOURAGING MESSAGE. 


Washington, July 9—An encouraging 


message regarding the Pope was re- 
ceived, ,a$,10 o'clock this morning at the

For the-first time Mgr. Monchetti,

NO NEWS BAD NEWS. 


London July 9—Noon—In view of the 


fact that no telegrams, have been re- 
ceived in London from Rome since 9 
o'clock this morning it is considered 
probable in many quarters that the 
Vatican has established a censorship 
on the news because of the approach- 
ing end of the Pope. 


HOPE REVIVED. 


, Rome, July 9—This afternoon the 
prelate's and attendants at the Vatican 
for this first time began to hope for 
the Pope's partial recovery. When told 
that the doctors did not agree with this 
view they replied that they knew the 
holy father better than any of the doc- 
tors. Nobody, they said, could fully 
credit his marvelous vitality who had 
not been in daily attendance upon him 
for years. They believed that if the 
hepatization of the lungs disappeared, 
the Pope would be nearly as well as 
ever. This would be due to the abstem- 
iousness observed during his life. The 
Pope ha 1 not an ounce of useless flesh, 
they said, cr an organ which showed 
disease. There was only his general 
weakness to combat and this they 
thought would be offset by his mental 
activity. 


Messagero this afternoon says the 


Pope twice took beef tea and a little 


digitalis today. Oxygen was not used. 
The paper adds: 


"His anuria, however, is more accen- 


tuated, and gives rise to fear of grave 
complications." 


The Popula Romano says on the oth- 


er hand that it has positive informa- 
tion that during the past two days a 
reaction for the better is apparent. 


THE POPE'S FRIEND. 


London, July 9—The Home corre- 


spondent of the Central News states 
that Drs. Lapponi and Mazzoni after 
their morning visit to the Pope stated 
that his condition was unchanged. 


The Pope has not yet been informed 


of the death of Mgr. Volpini as owing 
to the fact that Mgr. Volpini was a 
personal friend of His Holiness it -is 
feared the shock wouTd have a bad ef- 
fect on the patient. 


SIX HOURS OF SLEEP. 


Rome, July 9—9 a. m.—All is quiet 


at the Vatican. The Pope had six 
hours of sleep last night, but he awoke 
at 3 o'clock but little refreshed from 
the sleep. 


From 3 o'clock on he was restTess 


and though repeated effort^ were made 
to give him sleep, the patient remain- 
ed wakeful. Early this morning Drs. 
Lapponi and Mazzoni who have been 
attending the holy "father through this 
latest illness called :n the noted spe- 
cialist Dr. Cardarelli and a consulta- 
tion was held. 
The physicians con- 


tinue to employ every means which 
modern science provides to keep the 
Pope alive. 


UNCHANGED 


Was the Pope's Condition Thursday 


Morning—Secretary of Conclave 


Dies of Apoplexy. 


Rome, July 9—It is reported this 


morning that the Pope's condition ia 
practically unchanged. 


Mor.signor Volpini the man who 


would have been secretary of the con- 
clave which will elect the new Pope, 
and who was stricken yesterday with 
apoplexy, died this morning. 
A re- 


porter of the newspaper Patria was 
q.lso stricken with apoplexy while wait- 
ing for news of the Pope this morning 
and died shortly after 
being taken 


from the Vatican. 


GIBBONS 


Reaches New York on His Way to the 


Eternal City—What the Cardinal 


Has to Say. 


New York, July 3—Cardinal Gibbons 


reached New York from Baltimore. He 
said: 


"I received a cablegram from Cardi- 


nal Rampolis, stating that the condi- 
tion of the Holy Father was exceeding- 
ly grave, though there was still a glim- 
uier of hope. My departure does not, 
therefore, signify that we consider the 
death of His Holiness inevitable, but 
simply means that, as a conference of 
the C9 Cardinals must he held within 
10 days of the death of the head of our 
holy church, it might not be possible* 
for me to reach Rome in time if I did 
jnot leave until officially notified of the 


Pope's death. I shall go direct to Paris 
and remain there to await further de- 
velopments. 


"The situation certainly seems to 


be very grave, but as long as His Holi- 
ness" mind is absolutely clear, as it 
evidently still is, there is hope that 
his indomitable mind may once more 
conquer the" frail 
body, i shall con- 


tinue to hope." 


"In case of the death of His Holi- 


ness do you think there is any possibil- 
ity of an American Cardinal being 
elected to succeed him?" 


"Now 
you are stepping upon sacred 


ground. It would, as you will readily 
understand, be highly improper for me 
to answer this question. His Holiness 
is still alive, and we all pray that he 
may live for many years yet."

Constantinople, July 9—In diplomat- 


ic circles here it is believed that a 
Turko-Bulgarian war is inevitable. 


An extraordinary session of the coun- 


cil of ministers was held at the Yildiz- 
Kiosk yesterday to consider the Turko- 
Bulgarian war. No line could be gain- 
ed on what were the points discussed, 
but today a rumor 
became current, 


which could not be downed that war 
talk at the meeting was strong, Ihe 
military party demanding the occupa- 
tion of all the strategic points on the 
frontiei. 
This rumor caused a small

Many etories have been written about 


fcirages and delusions, but none baa 
6een more interesting and curious than 
that of the Silent City mirage which 
makes its appearance near the Pacific 
glacier in Alaska. The discovery of this 
wonderful mirage was made by the In- 
dians, who would tell of the city which 
was built iu the clouds. The mirage 
can be seea in the early part of July 
from 5 to « p. m. It rises from the side 
of the Pacilic glacier. It nrst appears 
lika a heavy mist and soon becomes 
clearer, and one can distinctly see the 
specter city, well defined streets and 
trees, tall spires and huge and odd shap- 
ed buildings winch appear to be an- 
cient mosques or cathedrals. It is a city 
which would seem to contain at least 
25,000 or 30,000 inhabitants. 


As yet no one has been able to iden- 


tify it, although several have claimed 
to recognize the place. There is no city 
like it in Alaska, nor in any country 
about it for thousands of miles. Some 
claim it is a city in Russia, others say 
it is a city in England, but none can 
tell where and what it is. The mirage 
was given the name of Silent City, as it 
appears to one like a dead city. There 
is nothing that would indicate that it 
is inhabited.

The doctor hears some curious noises 


when he places his stethoscope against 
your chest.

Should the instrument 


convey to his ear a gurgling or bub- 
bling sound he makes a mental note of 
the fact that you are in what is known 
as the moist stage of bronchitis. In the 
dry stage of the same complaint the 
sound is a whistling, wheezy one. 


One of the signs of pneumonia is the 


crackling note that comes through the 
stethoscope. It is nqj, unlike the sound 
that can be heard when your fingers 
and thumb have touched a sticky sub- 
stance and you first place them togeth- 
er and then part them, holding them 
close to your ear. 


Doctors occasionally hoar a drippins; 


sound, and that indicates that air and 
water have got into some part of the 
chest where they have no right to be. 
Blow across a bottle and you will pro- 
duce a sound which is actually to be 
heard in your chest. It is caused in the 
same way—that is, by air passing over 
a cavity. 


The Growth of the Acorn. 


The acorn is the fruit of the oak. 


The seed germ Is a very small object 
at the pointed end of the acorn; with 
the future root uppermost. The acoun 
drops, ttnd its contents doubtless un- 
dergo important molecular and chem- 
ical changes while it' lies under winter 
covering of leaver or snow. 
In the 


mUd -warmth of; spring the acorn 
swells, the little root ejongates, emerges 
Irom the end of tb^ s&ell 'and, »o mat- 
ter what- the position 'of the acorn, 
turns downward. The root penetrates 
the soil two or three Inches before^the 
stalk begins to show itself and grow 
upward.' The "meat" of the acorn 
nourishes both root and stalk, and two 
years may pass before its store of food 
is entirely exhausted. 


At the end of a year the young oak 


has a root twelve to eighteen inches 
Jong-, with numerous shorter, rootlets, 
the stalk being from six to eight inches
